DIRTY TANKS DISCOLOR OIL 


After being delayed for three days because fine lubricating oils 
were poured in its tanks before the tanks were thoroughly cleaned, 
the tanker Richmond cast off its moorings at Point Orient yesterday 
afternoon and eleared for the ocean.
